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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8 - 10 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

With respect to claim 8, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the total 
combination as claimed including a printing press comprising a register assembly 
including a register gauge connected to a register cam and the register cam having a 
first cam arm and a second cam arm. 

Claims 3 - 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1,2, 7 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chikama. 

Chikama teaches a register cam (Fig. 2) for use in a printing press comprising a body 
(15) and at least two cam arms (1 1B and 1 1C) extending outwardly from the body. 
With respect to claim 2, a register cam (1 1 ) having at least two cam arms movably 
connected (Fig. 2) to the body to permit the at least two cam arms to be locked in one of 
a first position and a second position relative to the body. 

With respect to claim 7, a register cam having a first cam arm (1 1B) extending from the 
body, a second cam arm (1 1C) extending from the body and a means (16) for 
positioning the first cam arm and the second cam arm relative to the body. 
With respect to claim 12, a register cam (Fig. 2) for use on a printing press comprising a 
body an at least one cam arm extending from the body, the at least one cam arm (1 1 B) 
including a first face and a second face, the first face having a first profile and the 
second cam (1 1C) having a second profile and the at least one cam secured to the 
body to permit the arm to be rotated (See Fig. 4a, the cam is showed moving) between 
at least a first position and a second position. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hamilton. 
Hamilton teaches a register cam (Fig. 2A) for a printing press comprising at least a first 
face (front side of 14) and a second face (back side of 14) with said first face having a 
first profile and the second face having a second profile. The structure is suitable to 
reject claim 1 1 , since the language concerning the faces being "selectable" does not set 
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forth any structure and is hence not sufficient to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art.
